Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: As for the assertion that Bloebaum's cited 
formula "is not smoothing the power estimate as claimed" (Amendment, p. 8), the mentioned N and S in Bloebaum are 
power estimates, and thus the input S is signal power when the signal is present and is noise power when the signal is absent, thus, 
respectively, providing smoothed signal and noise power estimates; Bloebaum's smoothed signal and noise power estimates 
are not used to compute his gain function (Amendment, p. 9), this is clearly false, since the gain is computed in the spectral 
enhancement filter (element 52 of Figure 3), which clearly gets inputs from the smoothed signal power computation element (56) 
therein.and the smoothed noise power computation element (46, its output going through element 56 on the way to element 52, as 
indicated by the corresponding arrows in Figure 1). Examiner also notes that the smoothing of the power estimate occurs over multiple 
samples, such samples covering a period of time. 
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
